□1 Agent in Charge 
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The No. 1 Enemy 
Of Communism 


By SAM STEWART 

Sunday will mark an anniversary in one of 
•s ■ the most remarkable careers in public service in 
history. 

On that day, J. Edgar Hoover will mark 40 
years as chief of the Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion. 

The name of Hoover is synonymous with the 
best in scientific criminology, integrity, counter¬ 
espionage and Americanism. Communists call 
Hoover their No. 1 enemy, which he would regard 
as the highest compliment paid him. 

Where some in like position would have built 
an empire of bureaucracy, Hoover has built an or¬ 
ganization which has rendered service beyond even 
the most laudatory evaluations, and remained 
above politics while doing it. 

Hoover has served under nine American Presi¬ 
dents. Woodrow Wilson was in the White House 
when he entered the Department of Justice, in 
1917. Warren Harding was President when Hoover 
was appointed assistant director of the Bureau of 
Investigation, as the agency was known then. Calvin 
Coolidge appointed him acting director on May 10. 
1924, and the name of the bureau was changed 
shortly to FBI and began to devlop its own image. 

Hoover was reappointed by Herbert Hoover, 
Franklin Roosevelt. Harry Truman, Dwight Eisen¬ 
hower, John Kennedy and continues under Lyndon 
Johnson. In fact, when Kennedy was elected in 
I960, there were rumors that Hoover would be re¬ 
tired; Kennedy silenced these by making Hoover 
the first man appointed to office in his new admin¬ 
istration. 

The FBI has written a brilliant record in fight¬ 
ing the gangsters of the Prohibition era and the 
years which followed; in espionage and fighting 
sabotage and subversion in the war years; in fight¬ 
ing extortion, kidnaping, bank robbery, car theft 
and other crimes in federal jurisdiction. 

But Hoover has been concerned most about 
communism. In 1919, he wrote the Justice Depart¬ 
ment’s first brief on the new Communist Party.

“They would destroy the peace of the country 
and thrust it into a condition of anarchy and law¬ 
lessness and immorality that passes imagination," 
Hoover wrote of the Reds. That was 45 years ago. 

Hoover’s above-politics stature has enabled 
him to speak out frankly, and often embarrassingly, 
as he has warned against misguided courtroom 
leniency that frees dangerous criminals in society; 
he has assailed what he calls this nation’s moral 
decline, evidence of which is the awful problem of 
juvenile delinquency. 

He has clashed head-on with men in high 
places in insisting that communism in America is a 
greater danger than communism elsewhere, and 
pinpointing the unwitting aid given the communist 
campaign for world domination by sincere but mis¬ 
taken groups who subvert the American way of 
life while professing to defend it. 

In an appearance before Congress in January. 
Hoover said: 

"Currently, the Communist Party, U.S.A., is 
stressing such domestic issues as the racial strug¬ 
gle; the abolition of all internal security programs 
and of congressional committees investigating 
communism; and die reduction of military spend¬ 
ing with the diversion of such appropriations to a 
brosd program of social welfare projects. In short, 
die party is attempting to exploit what it describes 
as the built-in problems of our modern, complex, 
industrial society and claiming, at the same time, 
that these problems can be resolved only under the 
Communist system." 

This is not handwriting on the wall; this is 
headline stuff, almost a checklist of Communist 
gains. 

Hoover will reach the mandatory retirement 
age of 70 on Jan. 1. President Johnson will strike 
a solid blow at communism if he waives compul¬ 
sory retirement, and by special order asks the FBI 
director to remain on the job.

the eyes of the rest of the world, par¬ 
ticularly among the African and Asian 
peoples; that is, the idea that this 
country is against equal rights for all 
races. 

“The Communist Party is attempt¬ 
ing to use the Negro movement, as it 
does everything else, to promote its 
own interest rather than the welfare 
of those to whom it directs its agita¬ 
tion and propaganda. It may collect 
funds ostensibly in behalf of Negro 
activities, hold discussions on civil 
rights at all levels, and increase its 
coverage of Negro affairs in its publi¬ 
cations, but behind all of this is its 
clear-cut primary interest in promot¬ 
ing Communism. 

“The party is continually searching 
for new avenues in order to expand 
its influence among the Negroes. In 
particular, it has sought ways and 
means to exploit the militant forces 
of the Negro civil-rights movement. 

The number of Communist Party 
recruits which may be attracted from 
the large Negro racial group in this 
nation is not the important thing. The 
old Communist principle still holds; 
"Communism must be built with non- 
Communist hands/ We do know that 
Communist influence does exist in the 
Negro movement and it is this in¬ 
fluence which is vitally important. It 
can be the means through which large 
masses are caused to lose perspective 
on the issues involved and, without 
realizing it, succumb to the party's 
propaganda lures." 


“In this drive, Negroes have, over 
the years, been subjected to intensive 
and extensive Communist agitation 
and propaganda. The Communist 
Party has always depicted itself to 
Negroes as the champion of social 
protest and the leader in the strug¬ 
gle for racial equality. 

“But the truth of the matter is that 
the Communist Party is not motivated 
by any honest desire to better the sta¬ 
tus or condition of the Negro in this 
country, but strives only to exploit 
what are often legitimate Negro com¬ 
plaints and grievances for the ad¬ 
vancement of Communist objectives. 

“Controversial or potentially con¬ 
troversial racial issues are deliber¬ 
ately and avidly seized upon by 
Communists for the fullest possible ex¬ 
ploitation. Racial incidents are magni¬ 
fied and dramatized by Communists 
m an effort to generate racial tensions. 
As a result, such campaigns are actu¬ 
ally utilized as a steppingstone to ex- 
J. Edgar Hoover, Diirector of fh* tend Communist influence among the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, in Negroes.

Hoover's leadership, the FBI has been able to"transcend political, territorial and 
economic pressures in preserving the integrity of this Federal law enforcement agency, 
vital to the preservation of our internal security."

This scroll was received at the Bureau under separate cover on 11-3-64. 
It is a handsome 16 1/2 by 24 inch embellished document which states that the Director 
had been presented the League's "American of the Year" award in accordance with a 
resolution passed by the organization citing Mr. Hoover f s 40 years of dedicated service 
and inspirational leadership by which the FBI has been able "to transcend political, 
territorial, and economic pressures in preserving the integrity of this Federal law 
enforcement agency, vital to the preservation of our internal security." 

By letter dated 10-30-64, Dr. Lechner enclosed a copy of SAC Grapp's 
acceptance remarks and advised that those in attendance at the dinner had been "thrilled" 
by Mr. Grapp's speech and his manner of delivery. Lechner also stated that if possible 
at sometime in the future, his organization would be honored to have Mr. Hoover as its 
guest in Southern California. 

INFORMATION IN BUFILES: 


In my memo to you dated 9-16-64, relating to captioned organization, it 
was reported that SAC, Los Angeles, had advised of receipt of a letter dated 8-26-64, 
from Dr. Lechner requesting that the SAC accept the "American of the Year" award on 
behalf of Mr. Hoover at the 38th Anniversary Foundation Dinner. SAC noted that while tb 
FBI has been most circumspect in dealing with Lechner due to his tendency to exploit 
patriotism to gain his own ends, it was felt in this instance we should cooperate by having 
a representative attend the dinner. He stated that this affair would be attended by a 
number of important people and to ignore the function might offend these individuals. 

It was approved, in view of the prominence of some of the persons attendir 
the dinner, that SAC Grapp attend this function and accept the award. By letter dated 
9-17-64, the SAC was instructed to insure his acceptance remarks could not be construed 
as endorsing the Americanism Educational League or Dr. Lechner.
